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Mandatory Referendum on any City 

Bond Issue Is Important, Say sCouncil

Referendums on city bond 
issues and an unsightly 
storm water retention basin 
in Greenbriar were among 
key topics during the city 
council's regular meeting on 
November 7. Other matters 
on the agenda included an¬ 
nexation of an “enclave' 
now surrounded by the city, 
Beltway Plaza development 
plans, pending legislation, 
and appointments to city ad¬ 
visory boards. 

The subject of voter referen- 
dums on city bond issues came 
up in two contexts. The first of 
these resulted from proposals by 
the city's bond counsel, the firm 
of Piper and Marbury, for chang¬ 
es in the city charter as it relates 
to the authorization and issuance 
of genera* obligation bonds. The 
firm's attorneys believe the city s 
present method can be made less 
cumbersome. 

One of the proposals is that a 
bond authorization ordinance 
passed by council should be sub¬ 
ject to optional rather than the 
present mandatory voter refer 
endum. The cOuncilmembers dis¬ 
played general agreement that 
this proposal is not acceptable. 
City residents, in the view of 
council, should continue to have 
a voice in deciding whether or not 
bonds are to be issued, to assure 
that long-term obligations pro¬ 
posed by council have community 
support. 

The councilmembers were an¬ 
noyed that Piper and Marbury 
had not given city staff and 
council a brief preview of this and 
other suggested changes, so that 
council could make policy deci¬ 
sions on each such change at an 
eary stage. Instead, when City 
Manager James Giese asked the 
bond attorneys for their ideas 
on the subject, they had present¬ 
ed the city with a full-scale draft 
resolution incorporating all ~f the 
proposed changes, and had charg¬ 
ed the city $2000 for their efforts. 
Although council wants to pro¬ 
ceed with the project, Giesi was 
directed to express council's dis¬ 
pleasure to the firm, and to get 
from the firm a cost estimace on 
completing the project with chan¬ 
ges that will satisfy council. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld raised 
the subject of bond issues in a 
second context. He asked tha* 
council begin a comprehensive, 
organized effort to identify major 
capital improvements needs of 
the city, and to decide on the 
issuance of bonds to pay the cost 
of meeting those needs. Propos¬ 
als agreed on by council would 
be submitted to the voters for 
approval as a bond issue refer 
endum, 

Weidenfeld cited as examples 
several major improvemencs that 
will require large sums of money 
if the work is to be done. These 
include North End School renova¬ 
tion and adaptation, improvement 
of Northway Road extended and 


the Northway Fields sports com¬ 
plex, and renovation of the bath¬ 
house at the municipal swimming 
pool. 

Weidenfeld further proposed 
that the city's department heads 
be asked to take part in the 
identification of present and fu¬ 
ture capital improvement needs, 
and that council plan to spend 
a full day on a Saturday in early 
January meeting with the depart¬ 
ment heads and other key city 
staff members to discuss identi¬ 
fied needs. Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed that the voter referendum 
could be held sometime in 1981. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
commented: “The mayor's been 
reading my campaign literature/' 
(During this Fall's council elec¬ 
tion campaign, White stressed 
repeatedly his commitment to a 
capital improvements bond refer¬ 
endum.) Council agreed with 
Weidenfeld's proposal, and set 
January 14 as the date for meet¬ 
ing with the department heads. 

Greenbriar’s Hole-in-Ground 

Paul Sinkovic, representing 
Greenbriar Phase III homeown¬ 
ers, asked council for help with 
problems involving a storm water 
retention basin located on Phase 
III property. The basin was dug 
at the time Phase III was built, 
with use and maintenance of the 
basin conveyed to Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission. 
According to Sinkovic's descrip¬ 
tion, bolstered by photographs, 
the basin is a rather massive and 
unsightly hole, covering about an 
acre, surrounded by a chamlink 
fence, and in full view from the 
windows of two Phase III build¬ 
ings. The residents want some 
kind of screening or buffering 
put in, but because of the con¬ 
veyance to WSSC, Phase III has 
been prevented from applying 
its landscape master plan in the 
basin area. 

Moreover, according to Sinko¬ 
vic, only about 10 percent of the 
acreage in the drainage area 
feeding the basin belongs to 
Phase HI. At least the bulk of 
the remaining 90 percent of run¬ 
off acreage belongs to NASA, 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
Glen Oaks Apartments, and 
Greenbriar's Phase I and II. In 
the view of Phase III homeown¬ 
ers, they have been saddled with 
a problem and a potential land¬ 
scaping expense that should not 
be theirs alone. 

Giese told council that WSSC 
policy has been to provide only 
functional maintenance for the 
basin, with aesthetic maintenance 
left to the property owners. White 
termed the situation “yet anoth¬ 
er legacy of the sweet siren 
songs sung by that developer 
that the then-council swallowed 
hook, line and sinker.” Council 
agreed to lend its influence by 
asking WSSC to cooperate with 
Greenbriar Phase III in resolv¬ 
ing this problem. 

Enclave Annexation 

Giese told council in written 
comments, “In the last sessioi of 


the General Assembly, legislation 
was enacted to permit the an¬ 
nexation of small areas complet- 
ly surrounded by a municipality, 
known as enclaves. The legisla 
tion enables the municipality to 
do this only between July 1, 
1S83, and June 30, 1984. 

“The City of Greenbelt totally 
surrounds one piece of property 
located between Greenbelt Road 
and the interchange of the Balt : - 
more-Washington Parkway and 
the Beltway. At present, this 
property is used as the residence 
of its owner. However, the pro¬ 
perty is at a very key location 
. . . and it can be presumed tnat 
at some future date it will be 
used for a more intense purpose. 
While future developers of the 
property might seek to annex to 
the city, there is no assurance 
that they will do so. The City 
Solicitor advised that a provi¬ 
sion could be placed in an annex¬ 
ation action that would exempt 
the property from municipal tax¬ 
ation for a period of time while 
ft was used as an owner-occupied 
residence.” 

Council discussion with Giese 
brought out that a small part of 
the property inside the enclave 
belongs to the adjacent Lutheran 
Church. White, joined by Mayor 
Pro tern Richard Pilski, urged 
that the city should take advan¬ 
tage of this opportunity to annex 
the enclave, but that the present 
owner should not be burdened 
with city taxes as a result. Pil¬ 
ski added that city services such

COUNCIL SEEKS CITIZENS’ VIEWS 
ON SCHOOL’S HISTORICAL STATUS

The city council wants input from Greenbelt residents 
on whether the city should request that the Greenbelt 
Center School be designated as a county historic site. 


Richard Striner, president of 
the Art Deco Society of Wash¬ 
ington, thinks it should. At the 
November 7 regular council meet¬ 
ing, Striner asked Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and the members of 
council for support in getting 
the school placed on the county's 
Historic Sites and Districts Plan, 
and called that support essential. 
The Art Deco Society is submit¬ 
ting an application to the Prince 
Georges County Historic Preser¬ 
vation Commission. 

In August, the county Board 
of Education agreed not to de¬ 
molish the building, but rather 
to “renovate the significant por¬ 
tions of the school.” The board's 
decision came after Greenbelt of¬ 
ficials and residents, Striner, and 
others, including Congressman 
Steny Hoyer, County Executive 
Parris Giendening, and James 
Goode, Keeper of the Smithson¬ 
ian Castle, expressed their strong 
interest in preserving the build¬ 
ing. Goode called the school’s 
facade one of the five best Art 
Deco structures in the Washing¬ 
ton area. 

But Striner says the Board of 
Education agreement is not en¬ 
ough, and that in order to ensure 
preservation of the exterior of 
the building in perpetuity, the 
school should be put on the C-oun-

Called 
article 7, it deals with increasing 
public input into zoning decisions. 

Finally, there will be a brief 
business meeting. Topics will 
include candidates for the com¬ 
ing general March meeting elec¬ 
tions and committee and execu¬ 
tive officer reports.

ty Historic Sites and District 
Plan. “We don’t want to be guil¬ 
ty of facadism,” Striner told the 
council, meaning that more than 
the front of the building should 
be preserved. By having the 
school put on the Historic Sites 
and District Plan, there could be 
no demolition without the permis¬ 
sion of the County Historic Pre¬ 
servation Commission. 

The Greenbelt Center School 
was built in 1937, and served as 
a school for kindergarten and el¬ 
ementary school students. At 
night, the school became a com¬ 
munity center for city residents. 
Religious services were held in 
Center School until churches were 
built in the community. The 
building is part of the original 
Greenbelt community. 

The city council, according to 
City Clerk Gudrun Mills, wants 
to know what kinds of limita¬ 
tions, if any, will be placed on 
the school if it is listed as a his¬ 
toric site. If, for example, the 
Board of Education no longer 
needs the school and turns it 
over to the city, would the city 
be able to alter the building for 
use for another purpose if r is 
a historic site? 

Council will ask for citizen 
views during a public meeting 
on December 5 in the Municipal

Downtown Los Angeles and the city's freeway system were 
paralyzed for several hours . . . as drenching rains caused, 
flooding that tied homebound traffic into one big , angry 
knot . 

Grid-lock. As one prophet put it: “This is the way 
the world will end—in one great traffic jam.” 

But why talk of Los Angeles? Perhaps Greenbelt in a 
year or two? 

As large commercial structures rise all around us—in 
Springhill Lake North, on the Golden Triangle, and south 
of the Maryland Trade Center; as other commercial devel¬ 
opment is projected for the Beltway Plaza, Edmonston Rd., 
and the Greenway Center—not to mention the Cipriano 
Square shopping mall beyond the city’s boundary; and as 
still further townhouses rise next to the eastern sections 
of the city, we foresee an emerging chaos of vehicular con¬ 
gestion. 

The news, recently revealed, that a developer is think¬ 
ing about a highrise apartment complex with more than 
1,000 units on the tract across Hanover Parkway 

from the Greenway Shopping Center raises the specter of 
perpetual traffic congestion along Greenbelt Rd. This is 
the nightmare that Greenbelt city councils for the last two 
decades have been trying to avoid through careful zoning. 
Unfortunately, however, the power to zone has resided 
not in the city but in the county, and the tract in question 
has already been zoned to permit construction of just such 
a highrise complex. 

Ironically, the technical experts of a county agency now 
concur in the city’s view. In a recent study of traffic along 
Greenbelt Rd,, a staff arm of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission recommend possi¬ 
ble down-zoning of this very property. According to their 
statement, the traffic generated by a highrise structure “can¬ 
not be accommodated in the projected highway network 
even with improvements.”

Douglas Herzog loved nature, 
he rode a bicycle so as not to 
pollute the air, recalls his moth¬ 
er, Kay B. Herzog of Glen Oaks. 

On Friday, November 4, Doug 
was killed by a passenger train 
at the highway crossing in Bowie 
near Lanham-Severn Road. He 
apparently was pulled off his 
bike by the force of the air “slip 
stream" created by the 110-mile- 
an-hour train. Doug had followed 
a truck around the still lowered 
crossing gate to cross the tracks 
after a train passed. He didn't 
hear a second train coming from 
the opposite direction, apparently 
because of the noise of the first 
train, which also blocked Doug's 
view. 

A 1983 graduate of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, Doug 
took guitar lessons, was in the 
Drama class, and worked during 
his junior year as a teacher's aide 
at the Greenbriar Day Care Cen¬ 
ter.

Character of Xion in Winter” 
Challenges Local Thespians

The place is the Greenbelt Cultural Arts Center, but the 
time is Christmas, 1183, and Henry II, King of England, 
married to Eleanor of Acquitaine, has to choose a successor. 

Their three sons, Richard Lionheart (brilliant in war), 
Geoffrey (a brilliant plotter), and John (a not at all bril¬ 
liant, immature teenager), covet the crown. Eleanor and 
Henry, grown to become sparring partners, want their dif¬ 
fering favorites made heir to the vast holdings Henry has 
acquired. 


All anybody in the family real¬ 
ly wants is love, and the peace 
that comes with the knowledge of 
being loved, a luxury long lost in 
the shuffle of shifting alliances. 
Compound the difficulties with the 
presence of Alais, sister to King 
Philip of France, Henry's strum¬ 
pet, promised to Richard in ex¬ 
change for land, and loved by 
Eleanor who raised her, and the 
confused family fractures multi¬ 
ply beyond repair. 

“The Lion in Winter" is a tale 
of frustration, anger, fear, an¬ 
guish, daubed with enough wit 
and humor and character explor¬ 
ation to make it more than pal¬ 
atable. This portrayal of a piece 
of England's history makes it 
crystal clear that politics is 
people. 

Marie Tousignant took on a 
character not at all like the more 
defined figures she has played in 
the past. Eleanor is an enigma 
— a combination of cunning noli- 
tieian, vexing vixen, Henry’s ag¬ 
ing opponent, and mother thwar¬ 
ted in her need to have her love 
received for itself, not complica¬ 
ted by the power plays that drove 
her life. Tousignant rose to tins 
rendering of Eleanor. Strongest 
in her warmth-giving mode (she 
was absolutely at home as Mama 
in “I Remember Mama"), her El¬ 
eanor becomes a frustrated moth¬ 
er caught in the tangle of her 
postion and times. 

Bruce Chubb Miller gives us a 
dignified, powerful King Henry 
not lacking in warmth or wit, 
plagued by political pressures 
and boggled by the complexities 
of his affections and humanness. 
And he does it all with seeming 
effortlessness. W T ith compelling 
warmth, Miller and Tousignant 
demand we become involved with 
the struggles and the love/hate 
relationship between Henry and 
Eleanor. 

Their three sons, purely oue- 
dimensional according to author 
James Goldman's design, seem 


therefore less believable. Bruce 
Pope as plotting Geoffrey, Joseph 
Ross as whimpery teenager John, 
and Jeff Beyrent as dark, closed 
Richard play their one-dimen¬ 
sionality to the hilt. Bob Mogel 
brings us a King Philip wich 
punch and a hint of plenty of 
other emotions ready to push to 
the fore were they written into 
the play. 

Kelly Holl's youth works a- 
gainst her in her portrayal of 
Alais, a difficult, complicated per¬ 
sonality with conflicting likes and 
dislikes, a woman who must know 
what she wants and yet display 
weakness, simultaneously. Though 
Alais is a woman in her early 
twenties, the part requires a ma¬ 
turity obtainable only with time. 
To be pitied as a pawn in Hen¬ 
ry's chess game and still have the 
power to sway Henry’s politics, 
Alais must be a more self-pos¬ 
sessed prisoner of love than the 
raptured child that Holl presents. 

The brilliance of “The Lion in 
Winter" lies in its character de¬ 
pictions, an enormous undertak¬ 
ing for a community theater 
group. It is so much easier to 
let a quickly moving plot carry 
the audience. These non-profes¬ 
sional players bring to Greenbelt 
a fascinating complex character 
study while challenging them¬ 
selves, increasing their ranges so 
that we may see them in yet 
more demanding roles. 

Director Cliff Smith has used 
his characteristic good taste, ma¬ 
nipulating characters and props 
advantageously, and giving us 
comfortably varied pacing and 
and mood. Simple, colorful cos¬ 
tumes, and an effective, non-el- 
aborate set make this a visually 
pleasing production. 

“The Lion in Winter" will be 
performed at the Greenbelt Cul¬ 
tural Arts Center Nov. 18 and 
19, 8:15 p.m, with a 2:30 p.m.

I won¬ 
der how many other older people, 
shut-ins or youngsters whose sin¬ 
gle parent or parents must work 
may be living in various Green¬ 
belt neighborhoods who would be 
grateful for the same kind of 
solicitude that Jose displays to¬ 
ward the Green Ridge House res¬ 
idents. I wonder how many people 
there are who could spare some 
time on odd evenings or weekends 
to make life easier for some of 
their less fortunate neighbors. 
The crucial question is, however, 
how many are there who will 
spare the time? 

I hope that some other Green- 
belters besides Jose will listen to 
their consciences. They will feel 
better if they do.

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Positive Thinking and Goal Definitions 
Characterize Walders’ Therapy Approach

“If people want to learn 
new beliefs they can learn 
them.” 

Those words of Greenbelt 
resident Dr. Leopold Wald¬ 
er, psychologist, exemplify 
the positive attitude with 
which he and his wife, Mar¬ 
cie, licensed certified social 
worker, infuse their not-at- 
all traditional psychological 
therapy center. Behavior 
Service Consultants, 133 
Centerway, just above 
High’s. There they help a 
person to do “whatever is 
reauired to take care of him¬ 
self.” 

In this center where “the client 
and the therapist are both mem¬ 
bers of the same therapeutic 
team,” defining and obtaining 
goals becomes the issue. “We’re 
not ashamed to say we’re aiming 
to fix this or that behavior,” Leo 
says, explaining the difference 
between BSC’s approach and tra¬ 
ditional therapy. “That doesn’t 
mean we don't talk about other 
things.” 

The positive approach of both 
Walders determines the nature of 
this therapy. In couple or family 
sessions, as well as in group ses¬ 
sions, they ask all the people to 
speak positively, following a gen¬ 
eral rule of advancing three posi¬ 
tive statements for one negative. 
“Use that at home too,” Marcie 
says. 

During a first session, they will 
identify and work on a problem 
sufficiently to let the client know 
“we’re going to teach you how to 
feel better this instant,” so that 
he has positive knowledge of 
where he’s headed. They do this 
by “identifying strengths and 
looking for replacement behav¬ 
iors,” Leo says. 

For both Walders, therapy 
equals education. Clients are 
taught to understand and help 
themselves. Concerning the tradi¬ 
tional “get-it-off-your-chest” the¬ 
rapy, Leo says, “There’s really 
very little evidence that the old 
style therapy works and there’s 
good evidence that behavioral 
therapy works very well.” Data 
have shown, he says, that tradi¬ 
tional therapy can be not only 
not effective but detrimental. 
“The evidence is for shorter and 
effective” therapy with a goal 
orientation. Traditional therapy 
can “leave you feeling worse,” he 
says. “We watch over our goal.” 

Some clients, however, require 
longer term therapy because 
“they need a relationship,” Mar¬ 
cie says. “But we’re also teach¬ 
ing them and helping them to 
get stronger. We’re always 
working with the total person.” 

A client seeking help from BSC 
will find he is encouraged to do a 
great deal of work. He may, for 
instance, participate in record 
keeping. “With families it’s very 
useful just to have people keep 
track” Lee says. “You look at 
the environment in which the be¬ 
havior occurs . . . Our records 
look at not only the behavior 
but the antecedents and conse¬ 
quences.” Adequate exploration 
is necessary, Leo says, “to make 
sure sufficient data is there,” 

A client may learn a great deal 
about himself by “keeping track 
of levels of depression or its ab¬ 
sence, noting day, time, who they 
are with, what they were doing. 
“We build from strength and dig 
down to get to the root of the 


problem,” Marcie says. “People 
need to feel they are in control. 
We're able to help get rid of the 
systems that cause problems and 
we can help you avoid them in 
the future,” she says. 

Marcie, particularly enthusias¬ 
tic about the Social Skills Pro¬ 
gram developed in 1975, remarks: 
“It’s just wonderful to see the re¬ 
sults.” In this weekly group ses¬ 
sion “people learn eye contact, 
assertiveness, how to compliment, 
how to receive compliments.” 

She credits part of the success 
of this program to the group set¬ 
ting. “The group is powerful,” 
Marcie says. “Some people are 
scared of it, but the group takes 
care of each other. We teach 
people to give positive feedback.” 
Group members sometimes work 
in pairs or have specific concrete 
assignments. 

Prior to the group meeting, 
each individual comes in for an 
evaluation, using a computer for 
25 minutes to answer questions 
on the Minnesota Muitiphasic 
Personality Inventory. 

“The computer tells us what to 
teach,” Marcie says. “By the 
time they go into the group, we 
know everybody’s goals. There 
are always some things in com¬ 
mon and some things different,” 
which means that she works with 
each group according to its indi¬ 
cated needs. 

BSC Staff 

The Walders have built their 
staff to include three social psy¬ 
chologists, a clinical social wor¬ 
ker, a health educator, an anthro¬ 
pologist, and systems analyst and 
computer software specialists and 
programmers. In addition to the 
social skills program, BSC now 
offers a health education program, 
concerned with weight manage¬ 
ment, eat ng disorders and nutn 
tion, special programs in stress 
management, cardiac rehabilita¬ 
tion, combating depression, mari¬ 


tal therapy, parent training, fam¬ 
ily therapy, coping with the psy¬ 
chological effects of illness, and 
treatment of sexual dysfunction. 
They can also provide therapy for 
deaf clients with a psychologist 
skilled in signing. 

Commenting on his recently 
concluded 22-year longitudinal 
study concerning aggression and 
its significant linkage to televi¬ 
sion violence and aggression pat¬ 
terns learned in the home, Leo 
says, “We know that without in¬ 
tervention there is a high correla¬ 
tion. We think we can put to¬ 
gether a program with other sub¬ 
jects teaching them some of the 
things we teach in the social skills 
program: how to be connective, 
eating meals together, doing 
housework or homework toge¬ 
ther . . , Our data would suggest 
that with a good, close relation¬ 
ship you’ll get non-aggression.” 

The Walder’s position is that, 
despite the strength of behavior 
patterns learned in the home and 
despite the enormous influence of 
media violence, parents can learn 
to transfer other messages. 

“Our society is the most violent 
of the western technological so¬ 
cieties by far,” Leo says, quoting 
recent data and concerned about 
the violence on television and the 
aggression inherent in many ar¬ 
cade games which technologically 
remove the aggressor from a per¬ 
sonal level. 

The Walders’ concerns for so¬ 
ciety led to the founding of 
Greenbelt Cares Youth Services 
Bureau, now a department of the 
city of Greenbelt. Behavior Sci 
ence Consultants exists because 
they care—a great deal—about 
the people they have helped and 
are helping and because they have 
seen that their goal-orientation, 
“always working with the iotal 
person,” works, 

“Knowledge is protection,” Leo 
says.

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ERHS Dedication Pending 
As Repairs Are Accepted

Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
now has its permanent occupancy 
and use permit. In fact, it has 
had that permit for nearly a year, 
but the eight-year-old school has 
never had a dedication ceremony, 

The school was plagued with 
construction problems when its 
doors opened in 1976, and because 
of those problems, it could not 
be accepted into the Prince 
Georges County School System. 
The Department of Licenses, and 
Permits (DPL) would not issue 
a permanent occupancy permit 
until all the repairs were com¬ 
pleted. 

Among the deficiencies were 
loose and eroded brickwork, 
leaking roofs, warped flooring, 
and cracks in the parking lot. 
Extensive damage to one of the 
walls was also cause for concern. 
There were questions as to 
whether or not the reinforce¬ 
ments and anchorage of the walls 
were strong enough, and the 
school’s west wall contained a 
two-story crack. 

In trying to correct these de¬ 
ficiencies, another problem arose, 
Glassman Construction Company, 
which was contracted to make 
the repairs, ran into financial 
problems, and the Maryland Cas¬ 
ualty Company was called in to 
complete the work. 

Now the situation has changed. 
The work has been completed, and 
according to Colonel Elliott Rob¬ 
ertson, Superintendent of Busi¬ 
ness and Facilities, the work has 
been completed to the satisfaction 
of the Board of Education, and 
to County specifications. Robert¬ 
son said the MCC was “most 
cooperative” in getting the re¬ 
pairs completed. Lawsuits filed 
by the Board of Education and 
the Maryland Casualty Company 
against each other have been dis¬ 
missed. 

Brown noted that the school 
has had the permanent occupancy 
and use permit from DLP for 
almost a year. In the past he 
maintained that the building was 
always safe, but there was con¬ 
cern over its longevity. 

Ray Ogden, principal for Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt, says he's waiting 
for official word from the Board 
of Education that the lawsuits 
have been settled and that the 
school is now an official part of 
the County School System. 
“When I get that information 
from the board,” says Ogden, 
“then we'll go ahead and plan 
a dedication.”

Beltway Plaza, Again 
City staff had learned, almost 
by accident, that during late Oc¬ 
tober the county issued a build¬ 
ing permit for construction work 
at Beltway Plaza. The piece of 
land involved is in the parking 
lot adjacent to Greenbelt Road, 
and has been understood by citv 
officials to be the proposed site 
for a Wendy’s restaurant. The 
city had been told nothing about 
this latest event by county agen¬ 
cies, by the developer or future 
tenant of the site, or by Sidney 
Brown, owner of Beltway Plaza. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
asked Giese to write again, 
“nicely,” to Brown and ask him 
what his plans are.

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October 20 Meeting 

Maintenance of Additions, Boiler Rooms, 
And Co-op Legislation Occupy GHI Board

At its October 20 meeting, 
the Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
Board of Directors authoriz¬ 
ed a program for structural 
maintenance of additions, 
one to ready free-standing 
boiler rooms for use, and a 
push for passage of housing 
cooperative legislation in the 
State of Maryland. 

An optional program that will 
provide routine, as well as pre¬ 
ventive maintenance of additions, 
was suggested by management 
and approved by the Board.. The 
program would work like this 
GHI would survey members with 
additions to determine whether 
they want to participate, the ad¬ 
dition would then be inspected, 
repair work as necessary be done 
by the member to bring it up to 
GHI standards, and then a 
monthly structural maintenance 
fee assessed. The anticipated 
charge to each participating 
member would be $.05 per square 
foot per month. This charge was 
based on the application of cur¬ 
rent maintenance costs to the 
square footage of GHI homes 
Once an addition is accepted into 
the program it will stay under 
GHI maintenance and an amend¬ 
ment to the Mutual Ownership 
Contract will be enacted by Gill 
and the member to make this 
relationship permanent. Also, as 
units change hands, new mem¬ 
bers will be offered the option 
of including the addition they are 
acquiring in this program so + hat 
eventually the bulk of additions 
in GHI will be structurally main¬ 
tained by GHI. There was some 
discussion of offering a partial 
maintenance of additions to cove** 
termite inspection. Board mem¬ 
ber Frank Gervasi stressed the 
importance of this coverage to 
protect the entire property. The 
final decision opted for total 
maintenance including termite 
inspection. Board members Janet 
Cantwell and Debbie Hartwick 
urged management to direct 
members and encourage them 
to use standard parts in their 
additions to reduce costs and 
make maintenance more efficient. 
General Manager Shekar Nara¬ 
simhan responded that GHI did 
not want to become a parts house 
but would direct members to ven¬ 
dors of products used by GHI. 

Boiler Use 

The future use of free-standing 
boiler rooms and the preparation 
of them for that use came in for 
a long discussion at the meeting. 
Management outlined several al¬ 
ternatives — renovate all four 
boiler plants immediately, using 
available rehab funds; sell them 
in their existing condition, per¬ 


haps at a nominal cost, to com¬ 
munity organizations; or reno¬ 
vate them under a four-year 
maintenance program, with a 
cost of approximately $35,000 
per year. Board member Joe Jen¬ 
kins felt any program should be 
cost-effective. He rejected the re¬ 
hab approach as much too costly 
with no predictable return to 
members. He would opt for doing 
nothing or pulling them down. 
Cantwell suggested that space in 
the future might be at a premium 
and that the decision on the boil¬ 
er rooms should not be based 
solely on current costs or use. 
She stated that GHI and the com¬ 
munity as a whole may need that 
space later. At this point, Mike 
Prosise read the recommendation 
of the Engineering and Mainte¬ 
nance Committee that minimal 
work be done on a boiler room 
and it be made available to the 
Greenbelt Cultural Arts Center 
to store its stage sets and props. 
Discussion of this recommenda¬ 
tion ranged from Board member 
Wayne Williams* concern about 
liability and insurance to whether 
the Board should authorize a use 
of property which provided no re¬ 
turn to its members. Narasimhan 
reminded the Board that there 
was considerable cost to the cor¬ 
poration to simply keep the boil¬ 
er rooms in their current state, 
lie cited the number of regular 
and special calls which mainte¬ 
nance must make to each room 
to maintain security and protect 
against vandalism. He recom¬ 
mended that GHI begin to reno¬ 
vate the plants now since a de¬ 
cision on their use can be made 
later. The final motion passed 
calls for a four-year maintenance 
program to be reviewed and au¬ 
thorized annually, for stripping of 
the free-standing boiler rooms at 
an approximate cost of $35,000 
per year. 

Legislative Program 
No specific legislation exists 
which describes cooperative prop¬ 
erty and what occurs in the event 
of bankruptcy or foreclosure. 
Legislation at the State level is 
needed to legitimize co-ops and 
make it easier to obtain financing 
for resales. This is the rationale 
General Manager Narasimhan 
produced to support a program 
where GHI and other cooperatives

work to have enacted housing 
cooperative legislation in this 
State. Other cooperatives have 
already pledged support and 
money for this effort. The Board 
approved an expenditure of $10,- 
000 for drafting and promoting 
the legislation. Two GHI repre¬ 
sentatives will be appointed to 
the coordinating committee, being 
assembled by the Greenbelt Co¬ 
operative Inc. 

Procedures Manual 
A final item of business author¬ 
ized a $2,000 contract to obtain 
consultant services on automa¬ 
tion of GHI operations. This is a 
much scaled-down approach from 
an earlier proposal to develop a 
fiscal procedures manual. In the 
current agreement the bulk of 
the drafting of the manual will 
be done by GHI staff with con¬ 
sultant services used for review 
and systems analysis.
